Since issuing our educational number, on the 
15th of September, several educational works have 
been received by us, and in order to do some mea- 
sure of justice to them we propose to refer to them 
with as much fulness as our limited space will 
permit. ’ 

In the department of Spellers and Readers we 


have received the series of Marcius Willson, pub-. 


lished by Harper & Brothers. A “School and Fa- 
mily Primer,” pp. 48, is the introductory volume of 
the set. This is followed by a “ Primary Speller,” 
with reading and dictation exercises and the ele- 
ments of oral and written composition, pp. 80; and 
a “‘ Larger Speller,” arranged according to the prin- 
ciples of orthoepy and grammar, with exercises in 
synonyms and a new system of definitions, pp. 168. 
The Readers are a First, pp. 82; a Second, pp. 154; 
a Third, pp. 264; a Fourth, pp. 360; a Fifth, pp. 538. 
In its leading features this series is broadly distin- 
guishable from the others we have mentioned. The 
general purpose is, together with mere elocutionary 
exercises, to popularize to the capacities of children 
the great branches of the natural sciences, espe- 
cially the departments of animal life, and to present 
them in an attractive manner, stripped of techni- 
eality and surrounded with the accompaniments of 
narrative, anecdote, and poetry. We doubt whether 
the purpose of the author could be better fulfilled 
than it is in the volumes before us. They abound 
with the most admirable pictorial illustrations, 
which of themselves convey a body of information. 
Some of these sketches are really beautiful and 
artistic examples of design.

Eaton, M. A., Instructor in Phillips’ Academy, An- 
dover, published by Taggard & Thompson, Boston. 
It consists of four volumes. The first is “ Easy 
Lessons in Mental Arithmetic upon the Inductive

Primary Schools,” pp. 96; the second is an “ Intel- 
lectual Arithmetic upon the Inductive Method, with 
an Introduction to Written Arithmetic,” pp. 176; 
the third is “The Common School Arithmetic, con- 
taining Analysis and Synthesis,” pp. 312; and the 
fourth is a “Treatise on Arithmetic, containing Ana- 
lysis and Synthesis,” pp. 355. These works appear, 
on the most cursory examination, to be the result 
of much practical experience. The rules and ex- 
planations are stated briefly but perspicuously, the 
development of the subject is logical, and an ana- 
lytical and accurate habit of mind is sought to be 
cultivated. The series has met with great favor 
among teachers, and has, we believe, been adopted 
in the Boston Public Schools. We have before us 
the Report of the Standing Committee on Text- 
Books for June, 1863, and the recommendation of 
the revised edition of the “Common School Arith- 
metic” is quite emphatic, and stated to be made 
after a comparison with the text-books submitted 
for examination. From Messrs. Sheldon & Co. we 
have “Stoddard’s Rudiments of Arithmetic, em- 
bracing Mental and Written Exercises,’ pp. 192; 
and “The Practical Arithmetic designed for the use 
of Schools and Academies, embracing every variety 
of Practical Questions appropriate to Written Arith- 
metic, with original, concise, and analytic Methods 
of Solution,” by the same author, pp. 299. The 
latter of these works has been before the public 
for about twelve years, and it still maintains its 
ground as a practical manual of arithmetical opera- 
tions, as employed in the every day business trans- 
actions of life. The former has been prepared 
within the last year or two,and will be found to be 
an excellent manual for beginners, perspicuous in 
its statements and free from extraneous matter. 

In Modern Languages we have the “ Histoire de 
la Mére Michel et de son Chat, par Emile de la 
Bedollierre,” pp. 123. It has been just published 
by Frederick Leypoldt, Philadelphia, and is edited 
and also supplied with a preface and vocabulary by 
Mrs. C. R. Corson, who, by her French birth and by 
her general literary ability, is abundantly qualified 
for the task of supervising an educational work in 
her native language. As a reading book, such 8 
graphic and pleasant story is surely more enter- 
taining and attractive than a collection of brief, dis- 
connected and spiritless extracts. As works which 
will probably impart facility in employing the con- 
versational idioms of French, we should mention 
the series of French plays, with English foot-notes, 
edited by E. M. Ladreyt, and published by Crosby 
& Ainsworth, Boston. Four parts have already 
been issued, containing Par Droit de Conquéte, Le 
Gentilhomme Pauvre, Mon Etoile, La Diplomatie 
du Menage, and La Tutrice. This series has met 
with a good deal of favor among educators, and it 
deserves their attention. 

Dr. Emile Otto’s Grammars, published by 5. B. 
Urbino, Boston, and received through F. Leypoldt, 
Philadelphia, are well worth careful examination. 
The “ French Conversation Grammar,” pp. 396, has 
been quite recently issued; but has already been 
received with much favor. It is based upon the 
second Heidelberg edition of 1863, and is revised 
by Ferdinand Bocher, Instructor in French in Har- 
vard College. The American edition is in some 
respects an improvement upon the German one, 
particularly in the addition of a vocabulary of the 
words that occur in the lessons. The “German 


Conversation Grammar,” pp. 502, has reached &_ 


sixth American edition, reproducing the fourth 
Heidelberg edition of 1863. These works unfold 
the grammatical elements of the language in 4 8y* 
tematic and progressive plan, and combine 
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each lesson reading exercises, translations, and a 
conversation exercise. Our examination of them 
has given us an extremely favorable impression, 
especially of the German Grammar, which seems to 
us better executed than its companion volume. 
They impart a knowledge of the language by a pre- 
sentation and study of its elements, rather than by 
mere mechanical or empirical drill in sentence- 
making. We see by the last Catalogue of Harvard 
that both of these works are used in that institution. 
In the same connection we should notice “A New 
Method of Learning the French Language,” by Prof. 
Jean Gustave Keetels, of the Brooklyn Collegiate 
and Polytechnic Institute (pp. 384), published by 
Sheldon & Co., New York. The arrangement of the 
work is simple and effective. It is divided into 
five parts: the first contains the elements of or- 
thoepy, exercises in pronouncing, reading lessons 
with the English underlined, and the first principles 
of grammar, all designed for juvenile classes; the 
second embraces a course of thirty-two progressive 
lessons, with vocabularies and exercises; the third 
contains the etymology of the parts of speech, each 
separate subject being accompanied by a French 
exercise ; the fourth continues the second part, in- 
cluding an additional French exercise, called Dic- 
tée; the fifth is a treatise on syntax. It is well 
worthy the attention of teachers, as a happy blend- 
ing of the theoretical and the practical. In the 
grammar of our own tongue we have the “Analytical | 
and Practical Grammar of the English Language,” by | 
Rev. Peter Bullions, D. D., pp. 258, also published 

by Sheldon & Co. The popularity of the work may 

be inferred from the fact that we observe from the | 
copy before us that it has passed to a seventieth 

edition. In 1862 new plates became necessary, and 

the work was then revised, enlarged, and improved. 

No pains have been spared to render it as complete 

in its details and as attractive in its appearance as 

it can be made, without increasing the size and 

expense of the work. 

In the Classics we have received several standard 
works from Messrs. Sever & Francis, Cambridge, 
Booksellers to the University. The latest of these 
is an edition of Cicero’s Oration pro Cluentio (pp. 
144), with English notes by Austin Stickney, A. M., 
Professor of Latin in Trinity College, Hartford, Conn. | 
It appeared in 1860, and has been regarded as an 
excellent College text-book. The notes are com- | 
pendious, though sufficiently explanatory, and are 
not framed upon the system of emptying into them 
the contents of dictionaries of ancient history, bio- 
graphy, geography, and antiquities. The same pub- 
lishers send us a third edition of the “ Panegyricus | 
of Isocrates” (pp. 135), issued about the first of the | 
present year, revised by Professor Goodwin, of 
Harvard. The original work appeared in 1847, and 
it is still used to a large extent. Professor Felton’s | 
ability as a classical editor is so generally recog- | 
nized that his labors are uot likely to be soon su- | 
perseded, especially at Harvard. His “Selections | 
from Modern Greek Writers,’’ pp. 215, also pub- | 
lished by Sever & Francis, has passed to a third | 
edition, and furnishes to students and scholars a | 
convenient means of comparing the modern with | 
the ancient form of the language. The selections | 
are historical, rhetorical, and poetical. The “Se-| 
lections from the Greek Historians,” pp. 561, com- | 
piled by him about twelve years since, is still in 
collegiate use. The materials are drawn from Dio- | 
dorus Siculus, Herodotus, Thucydides, Xenophon, | 
Arrian, Polybius, and Pausanias. These volumes 
are all manufactured by Messrs. Sever & Francis, | 
in excellent and durable style. 

_In the Scientific Department we have two addi- 
tional works before us. One is “Human Phy- | 
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siology: designed for Colleges and the Higher 
Classes in Schools and for General Reading,” by 
Worthington Hooker, M. D., Professor of the Theory 
and Practice of Medicine in Yale College, published 
by Sheldon & Co., pp. 454. This is a work designed 
for the family as well as the school, and it is writ- 
ten in the familiar easy style of the lecture-room, 
avoiding as far as possible medical and anatomical 
technicalities, and introducing the topics in a pro- 
gressive self-explanatory order. It is full of in- 
struetion, and cannot fail greatly to benefit every 
one who will read it. The other work to which ype 
referred is “‘ Elements of Astronomy for Schools and 
Academies, with Explanatory Notes and Questions 
for Examination,” by John Brocklesby, A. M., Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics and Natural Philosophy in 
Trinity College, Hartford, pp. 325. This also is in- 
cluded among the educational issues of Sheldon & 
Co. The principal peculiarities of this text-book 
are stated to be that the explanations are based 
upon the real and not the apparent motions of the 
heavenly bodies, that the mode of ascertaining the 
distances and magnitudes of the heavenly bodies is 
so simplified that any student who understands the 
rule of proportion can readily comprehend it, and 
that scientific terms and expressions are explained 
by foot-notes on the pages in which they occur, 
embodying likewise such illustrations and informa- 
tion as tend to elucidate the text. 

In referring in our previous article to text-books 
on Mental Science, we noticed a deficiency in the 
supply of works before us. We have since received 
from Messrs. Sever & Francis “The Metaphysics of 
Sir William Hamilton, collected, arranged, and 
abridged, for the use of Colleges and Private Stu- 
dents,” pp. 563; and “A Treatise on Logic, or the 
Laws of Pure Thought, comprising both the Aristo- 
telic and, Hamiltonian Analyses of Logical Form, 
and some Chapters of Applied Logic,” pp. 450. 
Both of these works are by Francis Bowen, Alford 
Professor of Moral Philosophy in Harvard College. 
The Hamilton is a condensation of the Lectures, 
with other matter from the Discussions and the 
Notes and Dissertations to Reid. Hamilton’s own 
language is, however, invariably preserved. * The 
Logic is an original production, intended to repre- 
sent the latest results of the English and German 
logicians, and is, perhaps, the best general work for 
higher instruction that has yet been prepared, at 
It would elevate our educa- 
tional systems if these volumes could be adopted in 
the curriculum of collegiate study. We have be- 
fore us another work belonging to this department, 
which deserves special mention. We refer to the 
“Outlines of the Necessary Laws of Thought: a 
Treatise on Pure and Applied Logic,” by William 


| Thompson, D.D., Provost of Queen’s College, Oxford 


(pp. 345), published by Sheldon & Co. This isa 
work of acknowledged high character. It was de- 
dicated, when published, to Sir William Hamilton, 
and was highly commended by that great thinker, 
and that is praise enough. Few works of its class 
are better adapted than this to promote mental 
discipline, and we are rejoiced to know that it is 
getting into extended use among our colleges and 
higher academies. The close association of rhetoric 
with logic leads us to advert to the “Elements of 
Rhetoric,” by the late Archbishop Whately, pp. 545, 
It is the edition for- 
merly published by James Monroe & Co., Boston. 
The work itself is so well known that it would be 
sheer supererogation to undertake to commend it. 
Among school histories a prominent place is due 
to the “Common School History of the United 
States, from the Earliest Period to the Present 
Time,” by Benson J. Lossing, pp. 372, published 
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by Mason Brothers, New York. 
well known, possesses a happy ability in forcible 
and descriptive historical writing, which appears to 
good advantage in this work. The text is accom- 
panied with over two hundred illustrative maps 
and engravings, and by a running series of instruc- 
tive notes. The volume is manufactured in excel- 
lent style by the publishers, and it richly deserves 
the success it has attained. 

In connection with the study of the Federal Con- 
stitution we should advert to a volume issued ten 
years since, by Professor Bowen, entitled “ Docu- 
ments of the Constitution of England and America, 
from Magna Charta to the Federal Constitution of 
1789,” pp. 142. It is an admirable companion to 
any text-book on General or Constitutional Law or 
History, and the documents are illustrated with 
valuable historical notes. 


OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, January"20, 1865. 

An extraordinary scene took place at a recent 
masked ball given at the Grand Opera. Just as 
the clock struck one—which is the hour when the 
masked ball is perhaps most gay; the doors open 
at midnight, and the 5000 people present are full of 
the merriment of supper, but have not sunk to the 
brutal excitement of immoderate punch-drinking 
—just as the clock struck one a procession solemnly 
entered the opera-house. It was composed of eight- 
and-thirty people. It was preceded by a huiss/er 
(or usher, as we have transformed the French word 
tor doorkeeper). He and his followers were habited 
in the green embroidered costume, cocked hat, 
sword, and pantaloons with green embroidered 
seams which form the uniform of the French Aca- 
demy. And as the usher wore a waxen mask and 
a wig of scanty gray hairs, which made him look 
the very image of the official usher of the French 
Academy, so waxen masks and wigs made each of 
the thirty-eight look the presentment of some one 
of the thirty-eight academicians. The wags did 
not forget M. Villemain’s hunch-back, nor M. Pa- 
tin’s spectacles. In fine, it was such a procession 
as the patrician Romans showed their countrymen 
upon the death of one of the family, when the waxen 
masks and imitated wigs of all their dead ancestors 
were taken from the niches on the courtyard’s 
portico and placed on suitable slaves’ shoulders to 
accompany the latest dead to the funeral pyre. It 
was, you remember, to this custom Tacitus alludes 
when he describes Brutus conspicuous above all 
the rest of his family’s ancestors by reason of the 
very absence of the accustomed effigy of him who 
smote Cesartofree Rome. The spectators crowded 
around our Parisian madeaps. The usher gently 
pushed aside the crowds before them until the 
centre of the theatre was reached. You know that 
upon these occasions the pit is so floored over that 
pit, orchestra, and stage are level. When the pro- 
cession reached the centre of the ball-room, it formed 
a ring and announced that it was going to hold an 
election. This it did in approved academical form. 
At its close the usher announced that M. Jules 
Janin was unanimously elected a member of the 
French Academy. He then unfurled a banner of 
white cotton on which was printed: “We antici- 
pate the justice of the French Academy.” The 
procession then marched out of the opera-house as 
gravely as it entered; the members got into nine- 
teen broughams and disappeared. It is believed 
the procession was gotten up by M. Nadar, the well- 
known photographer and aeronaut, to put some 
pressure on the French Academy, which, it is be- 
lieved, is going to give the two vacant seats in it to 
M. Camille Doucet and M. Autran.

About twelve or eighteen months since the old 
and highly respectable firm of Messrs. Dezobry & 
Madeleine was dissolved. M. Madeleine retired, 
and I believe M. Dezobry’s place was taken by his 
son. Their old business quarters were demolished, 
and the new firm, formed by promoting trusty clerks 
to partnership, opened an elegant shop in a new 
building on the Boulevard des Ecoles. Their trade 
received a sensible extension, and they are making 
money fast. The old firm was distinguished by 
the literary attainments of its members—one of 
whom was the author of “A Ganl’s Travels to 
Rome in the Reign of Augustus,” a work suggested 
by the Abbé Barthelémy’s “ Travels of Anacharsis,” 
the parent of Bekker’s ‘‘Charicles,” and the Rev, 
William Ware’s “Letters from Palmyra.” The 
new firm, Messrs. Dezobry, Tandou & Co., kept up 
the tradition, as two excellent dictionary-encyclo- 
pedias, of the sort which M. Maunder seems to 
have first introduced, avouch. Fortune seemed so 
favorable, M. Tandou persuaded himself that he 
might marry without imprudence. He consulted 
his heart rather than his notary (the Cupid of the 
French Olympus being selected for notorious cupid- 
ity, which is the Gallic synonyme for married love), 
and he married the woman he loved.. The marriage 
was solemnized in June. Early in December last 
the wife fled the marital mansion, declaring her life 
in danger. She took refuge in her father’s house, 
and instituted proceedings for divorce from bed and 
board. The husband’s anguish at his wife’s deser- 
tion reached frenzy. He attempted to commit 
suicide with the vapors of charcoal. Discovered 
before he could complete his purpose, he promised 
his friends that he would await the decision of the 
courts of justice with hope and confidence. They 
believed he might reckon on a favorable judgment. 
Last Friday the court decided in the wife’s favor, 
but the judgment was only interlocutory, and, be- 
sides, this was the lowest court, so that an appeal 
M. Tandou spent the eve- 
ning quietly talking over the probable course of the 
cause in the higher courts, and at a late hour went 
home and—hanged himself. Letters on his writing- 
desk declared that life without the woman he had 
chosen and could not but love was an intolerable 
burden, so he shuffled it off. His untimely and 
mournful end is generally lamented. Little did he 
think, the day he clasped that small white hand in 
his, ‘twas foredestined to slay him ; far was he from 
dreaming, when he signed their marriage deed, he 
was putting his signature to his death-warrant. 
Yet so it proved, for none of us can read the se- 
quences which hang upon our acts. 

Death has been unusually busy. Col. Charras, 
an energetic officer of the French army, who made 
himself conspicuous in the Constituent and Na- 
tional Assembly by the virulence of his opposition 
to the Bonapartes, for which he was exiled at the 
Coup d’Etat in December, 1851, died a few days 
since in a foreign land. He is entitled to this brief 
note by his “ History of Napoleon’s Campaign of 
1815,” in which he refutes the errors of M. Thiers 
and other writers who mistake blind eulogy tr 
history. 

M. Bouillet-—the French Maunder—has gone 
from among us, unexpectedly, though he was well 
nigh upon seventy years. But he seemed so “ en- 
amored of decay,” ’twas thought he might reach 
eighty. His treasures (to borrow Mr. Maunder's 
title) are landed by those who like scraps of learn- 
ing alphabetically arranged in cheap volumes. 
They have gone through somewhere near eighteen 
editions each, to the satisfaction of compiler and 
publisher. They were so profitable as to keep him 
out of the Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Let- 
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tres. 
come, as it is said, and knowing the store he set by 
the title of member of this Academy, refused it, 
that his happiness might never be perfect. He 
was well entitled to the honor, for, besides his trea- 
sures (which exacted a most extensive reading), he 
admirably translated Bacon and Plotinus and other 
works. He was a man of indefatigable industry ; 
even in the streets and in the railway carriages he 
had proof-sheets in hand revising them. By his 
death the army of letters has lost an excellent sap- 
per and miner, 

P. J. Proudhon, too, has departed life. He was 
born at Besanyon the 15th January, 1809, in the 
humble abode of a cooper and brewer, and he was 
destined to follow the paternal trades. But he gave 
such evidence of intelligence at school that, when 
his father took him from the tutor to teach him 
cooperage, some of the wealthier neighbors inter- 
fered in the lad’s favor, and obtained for him per- 
mission to attend the higher schools. So great was 
poverty at that home, the boy was unable to pur- 
chase the necessary school-books ; dictionaries es- 
pecially were beyond his means, and to supply 
them he would waylay comrades and beg the loan 
of their books, and on some door-step study his 
The lessons taught him at home militated 
against the instruction which books gave him. The 
extremity of the pareutal distress had embittered 
the family, and they continually cursed God and 
man and society for what they called the unjust 
distribution of life’s blessings, which they refused 
to see were gifts bestowed on every earnest heart 
by the potent fairies—labor and order. Execrating 
more than they labored, it became necessary for 
the boy to earn his daily bread prematurely. He 
was apprenticed to a printer. Hé rose rapidly in 
the profession, and soon became the foreman of the 
establishment. He lived alone; his comrades were 
not his friends or companions; he tasted none of 
the pleasures of youth or early manhood. His life 
was spent in brooding over those traditions of en- 
mity to Heaven, to neighbors, and society which he 
had inherited from his family. He subsequently 
said, in his work entitled “ The Creation of Order :” 
“All I know I owe to despair.” Wretched man! 
In 1838 the Academy of Belles Lettres of Besancon, 
which is charged with the triannual distribution of 
a pension of $300, founded by the widow of Suard 
the academician, proposed Universal Grammar for 
the theme of the candidates. M. Proudhon, then 
twenty-nine years old, carried off the prize, and, 
assured of a livelihood for three years, came up to 
Paris. Amid all the temptations of this capital, he 
lived the abstemious, secluded life he had led at 
Besancon. He contrived to live on $150 a year. 
The other half of his annuity he gave his parents. 
He labored assiduously as proof-reader in a print- 
ing-oflice, and, when not engaged in his professional 
labors, he compiled works. He is said to have 
Written a law treatise at this period of life which he 
sold to a wealthy, but brainless, lawyer. His first 
work over his own signature was on keeping Sun- 
day, in which, while declaring rest on the seventh 
day to be a thing necessary, he added that it could 
not be kept until there were no poor people in the 
land. This was followed by his pamphlet on pro- 
perty, “ What is Property? Theft.” He dedicated 
this work to the Academy of Besancon, which 
ordered him to suppress the dedication in the 
tecond edition. Where the dedication should have 
appeared, he placed these lines: “ After this bur- 
lesqne resolution I have only to beg the reader not 
‘0 measure the intelligence of my old townsmen by 
that of our Academy.” Gratitude was a sentiment 
he never knew.

against the author. M. Blanqui, the Elder, then 
professor of political economy at the Patent Office 
here, to whom the government appealed for a de- 
cision upon the work, declared it to be a mere 
academical dissertation, and the matter dropped. 
These works followed from 1841 to 1846: “ Warn- 
ing to Proprietors,” ‘Organization of Credit,” 
“Creation of Order in Humanity,” “System of 
Economical Contradictions,” and “Solution of the 
Social Problem.” He was offered a lucrative place 
at Lyons ina towing company. Here he wrote a 
pamphlet on competition between railways and 
streams, and, after an absence of four years, re- 
turned to Paris master of a considerable amount of 
money. He was comparatively unknown when the 
Revolution of 1848 occurred. He founded a cheap 
newspaper, “‘ The People’s Representative,” in which 
he taught that property was theft. His sheet sold 
in grea mbers. He was elected to the Constitu- 
ent Assembly. This was his zenith. “The People’s 
Representative” was suppressed by the government. 
He next founded “ The People,” and this newspaper 
at once reached a daily circulation of 70,000 copies. 
After the sanguinary days of June, 1848, he began 
to lose influence, and when in Octeber the Vaude- 
ville Theatre brought out a play, “Property is 
Theft,” in which Proudhon was in effigy brought on 
the stage and ridiculed without mercy, he fell into 
contempt. Violent attacks on the President of the 
Republic led to his arrest, trial, and sentence to 
three years’ imprisonment. While in gaol he was 
married by a priest, and the two children he had 
before marriage were baptized, to the great scandal 
of his infidel friends. While in prison he wrote 
his ‘*Confessions of a Revolutionary Leader” and 
his “General View of Revolution in the Nineteenth 
Century.” Liberated the 4th of June, 1852, he 
wrote “ The Social Revolution demonstrated by the 
Coup 4’Etat of the 2d December,” and a “ Manual 
of the Stock Exchange.” The latter brought him 
a considerable annual income until his death. It 
passes for an excellent work among financial people. 
He has since published a work on Religion, which 
was seized, and he was threatened with imprison- 
ment, whereupon he fled to Belgium, where he 
wrote several works hostile to the unity of Italy. 
Upon his return to Paris he took up the cudgels in 
defence of the Pope, against Poland, and against 
the Democratic party here. So great have been his 
tergiversations, that it is hard to say what princi- 
ples he really held. He was a vigorous writer, with 
no ordinary command of language, although he dis- 
figured his style occasionally by brief, trivial, and 
coarse expressions. In his private life he was 
gentle, unpretending, scrupulously honest, and very 
domestic. He died of asthma. His robust, rustic 
frame had led us to reckon on many days for him, 
and the intelligence of his death rather startled us. 
He died at Passy (a suburb of Paris) in possession 
of perfect consciousness.

The ghost of Cesar himself might 
be invoked with even less of fear than Brutus had, 
and the ‘Ay, at Philippi,’ of the unmatchable 
spirit, have no terror for his successor.” The Paris 
correspondent of the “ London Guardian,” Feb. 6, 
informs us that “the first volume was printed, except 
the preface, about a fortnight before, in quarto form, 
at the imperial press. It forms a handsome book 
of four hundred and eighty pages, with many notes 
from Polybius and other classical writers, translated 
into French. This edition is intended solely for 
distribution gratis by the Emperor. An octavo 
edition is preparing by Messrs. Plon, editors, for 
the use of the public, and will appear in about a 
month from this time, when the English, German, 
and Italian translations are expected to be in read- 
iness. The work was to have appeared a week or 
two sooner, but some delay has occurred in pre- 
paring the portrait of Cesar, which is to serve as a 
frontispiece. The Emperor was not quite satisfied 
with any one of the ancient busts submitted to him, 
and has therefore intrusted M. Henri Ingres to 
model a new bust of the great conqueror, combined 
from the antiques and the instructions given him.

In point of style, it is said to be some- 
what Germanic, the Emperor being well known for 
his love of the German literature and language, 
which last he speaks with almost greater familiarity 
than French itself. No fewer than four volumes 
of the work are contemplated ; but those who know 
best what the occupations of the writer are say 
that it might be rash to feel sure beyond the first 
volume, or to calculate on more than a second. 
The story that the Emperor is to ‘correct the proofs 
of the English translation,’ or of any translation, 
is of course nonsense, though his Majesty’s curi- 
osity as an author will doubtless tempt him to see 
occasionally how he looks in another dress. It has 
also been announced that the German translator 
was to be paid £320 for the present volume. If so, 
he will be much more lucky than his English col- 
league, who, though a corresponding member of the 
French Institute, is to receive only £120. Read- 
ings of the work have already taken place in the im- 
perial circle, where, it is said, the Empress surprised 
every one by the judiciousness of her remarks and 
criticisms upon a subject so remote from tie gene- 
ral sphere of female intelligence.” The “Presse” 
of Vienna gives some account of the first volume, 
and states that that portion of the work will be 
exclusively devoted to the history of the Constitu- 
tion of Rome from the foundation of the city to 
the accession of Julius Cesar. There are a great 
number of notes extracted from German works, 
which the author has thoroughly examined, as is 
easy to discover in each page. Julius Cesar, 
Charlemagne, and Napoleon I. are mentioned in the 
work as being the most extraordinary men in his- 
tory. The author explains the rapidity with which 


the Romans conquered Italy, at the same time, 


showing that they established there a state of 
things preferable to what had previously existed. 
He terminates his observations with this axiom: 
“Only those things are irrevocably destroyed which 
can be replaced with advantage.” We are elsewhere 
told that the first three-quarters contain general 
remarks upon the Roman republic and the political 
constitution of society. The last portion is devoted 
to the youth of Julius Cesar, and brings the biog- 
raphy down to the Gallic wars. The two or three 
other volumes will succeed the first rapidly. The 
Emperor has spared no pains with this book.. He 
has sent officers to Pharsalia to work up the topo- 
graphicat details. He has also constructed a triréme 
at an expense of £10,000. This, however, is nothing 
compared with the cost of publishing the work. It 
has been reset, according to some accounts, no less 
than twenty-two times. The large paper edition, 
for presentation to the sovereigns and distinguished 
persons of Europe, will be a sumptuous volume. It 
contains a large number of maps, and an engraving 
of Cxsar, by Ingres, which is said to be very 
like Napoleon I. The competition for the right of 
publishing the “Vie” has been very great. In Flo- 
rence two publishers offered respectively 36,000 and 
42,000 francs (£1,440 and £1,680), and the latter 
of course got the job.

In 
appearance each volume will resemble the large 
edition of Macaulay, the pages of letter-press being 
a trifle smaller. The title of the English edition 
will be ‘Julius Cesar. (Here follows a woodcut of 
the imperialeagle.) By special authority. London: 
Cassel, Pelter, & Galpin. 1865.’ A large part of 
each page is occupied by reference notes, and such 
authors as Livy, Diodorus Halicarnassus, Strabo, 
with a host of German and other commentators, are 
continually appealed to. The first volume will be 
exclusively devoted to the history of the constitu- 
tion of Rome, from the foundation of the city to the 
accession of Julius Cesar. Napoleon, Charlemagne, 
and Julius Cesar are mentioned in the work as 
being the most extraordinary men in history. The 
author explains the rapidity with which the Romans 
conquered Italy, at the same time showing that 
they established there a state of things preferable 
to what had previously existed ; and he terminates 
his observations with this axiom: ‘Only those 
things are irrevocably destroyed which can be re- 
placed with advantage.’ The excitement in Pater- 
noster Row is scarcely so great as we should have 
expected with such a book; certainly nothing to 
be compared with the hurry of the booksellers when 
the early volumes of Macaulay’s ‘ History of Eng- 
land’ first appeared.

BOOK NOTICES. 


RELIGIOUS. 

O, Mother dear, Jerusalem. The Old Hymn, its 
Origin and Genealogy. Edited by William C. 
Prime, author of “ Boat Life in Egypt and Nubia,” 
ete. pp. xxxiii., 92. New York: Anson D. F. 
Randolph. 

Everybody who takes up this charming volume 
will thank both the editor and publisher. The in- 
troduction by Mr. Prime is brief, and by no means 
exhaustive, yet, as far as it goes, it is written with 
fervor and eloquence. Then we have the hymn in 
the old version of David Dickson, to which succeeds 
an appendix containing the hymn of Hildebert; an 
extract from the hymn of Bernard de Clugny—//iec 
breve vivitur, &c., and a free but spirited translation 
of it by Mr. Neale; the hymn of Peter Damiani, and 
a translation of it ; several more modern and current 
versions of the hymn are also presented or referred 
to. The volume is a delightful one to read, and 
it is no less pleasant to handle, for Mr. Randolph 
has had it made up, printed, and bound ina style 
of unexceptionable neatness. We heartily com- 
mend it. The general interest now taken in 
hymnology is prompting investigation into the 
early and medieval hymns. Those who are de- 
sirous of studying them cannot, however, in this 
country readily procure all the material. Why will 
hot some of our publishers give us an American 
edition of Trench’s “Collection of Sacred Latin 
Poetry ?”? Surely there is enough scholarship among 
our students, clergy and laity, to prevent the under- 
taking from being a commercial risk, or, which would 
be still better, why will not some one of our own 
scholars enter upon this field and explore it? There 
18 an opportunity in this department for achieving 
4 permanent literary reputation. The collateral 


fruits and illustrations which would thus be develop- 

ed would be of very great value.. For instance,in 

the hymn of Hildebert, belonging to the twelfth 
century, we find strongly marked throughoyt, and 
in particular lines such as these— 
“Intra euncta, nec inclusus; 

Extra cuncta, nec exclusus; 

Super cuncta, nee elatus; 

Subter cuncta, nec substratus:’ 
the reciprocal action of those two elements of 
devotion -and of reasoning which in the following 
century culminated respectively in the “ Imitation 
of Christ” and the “Summa Theologica.” 

A View of the Evidences of Christianity. In Three 
Parts. By William Paley, M.A., Archdeacon of 
Carlisle. With Annotations by Rev. Richard 
Whately, Archbishop of Dublin. viii., 407. New 
York: James Miller. 

We are glad to see indications of a disposition to 
return to Paley’s good strong English sense and 
judgment. Mr. Miller has given us in the present 
volume an edition of the “ Evidences,” which is ad- 
mirable in its class as a specimen of book-making. 
It is on pleasantly tinted paper, and the typography 
is by Alvord. Archbishop Whately’s additions 
consist of an introduction, of annotations to the 
chapters respectively, and of numerous foot-notes. 
The introduction and annotations refer to the new 
aspects presented by the discussions upon Evidences 
since Paley’s time. It is a valuable edition of a 
valuable book, and it comes to us in a form which 
will gratify the taste as well as the intellect.

This classical series is due to the scholarship, 
editorship, and authorship of Nathan Covington 
Brooks, LL.D., of Baltimore. Mr. Brooks is quali- 
fied hy poetic taste for appreciating the beauties of 
classic writers, and his enthusiasm and industry 
supply him with the most desirable qualities of an 
editor. We cannot, of course, refer to each of these 
works in detail. Their general merits are well 
known, and although some of them have been be- 
fore the public for several years, their hold upon 
the favor of a large number of teachers is shown 
by the successive editions that have been called for. 
The Ovid and the Cwsar are the most laborious per- 
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| formances of the series, and both works are marked 
by peculiar characteristics of excellence. We donot 
find that the editor has used his notes as a sort of 
reservoir into which to empty the results of German 
erudition. Mr. Brooks strives to beget a study of 
the text of his author by pointing out the literary 
beauties and by furnishing parallelisms from our 
own literature and the Bible. He would develop 
not only mere verbal or grammatical ability, but the 
rather cultivate the taste and the moral sense by 
means of classical study. He presses towards the 
results without stopping midway in the means. In 
addition to this tendency he aims to give present 
life to the classics. In the “ Vite Virorum Illus- 
trium Americe” we have sketches of our country- 
men, in the perusal of which the Latin seems to 
become a living language, and in thus beholding it 
dealing with current events we cease to treat it as 
altogether a dead thing. In like manner, in the 
‘Latin Lessons,” when alongside of ‘* Woodman, 
Spare that Tree,” we read 
“Tu parce illi arbori! 
Nee noce ramulo!” 

And also in the “ Greek Lessons,’’ when in the lan- 
guage of old Homer the pupil sings “ My Life is 
like the Summer Rose,” or “ Oh no, we Never Men- 
tion Her,” surely the repulsive nouns and verbs 
become vitalized, and we find ourselves more plea- 
santly decoyed into the mysteries of roots and tense- 
endings. The spirit with which Mr. Brooks has 
endeavored to extend classical study in this country 
is worthy of all commendation, and there are quali- 
ties in his publications which liberal-minded teach- 
ers will appreciate. 


FICTION. 

Vonity Fair: A Novel without a Hero. By William 
Makepeace Thackeray. 3 vols. pp. xii., 350; vi., 
354; vi., 346. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
Here is a charming edition of a great writer’s 

masterpiece. We have not for a long time handled 

any volumes which pleased us so much. The most 
fastidious connoisseur will be delighted with them. 

They testify abundantly to the skill of Harper & 

srothers in getting up, if need be, fine, and even 

luxurious, as well as standard editions; and we 
heartily congratulate them upon the success with 
which the work is brought out. The paper is of 
delicate tint, the typography and press-work are 
among the best specimens of the University Press 
of Welch, Bigelow & Co., and the green cloth bind- 
ing and bevelled boards present a neat and graceful 
exterior. The portrait of the author is striking, and 
his illustrations are graphically reproduced. There 
are fourteen full-page plates in the first volume, the 
same number in the second, and twelve in the third, 
besides innumerable sketches, initial letters, head- 
pieces and tail-pieces, scattered through the text. 

We have turned over the pages with no feeling but 

that of gratification, and we heartily commend them 

to all tasteful book-buyers.

Since that time 
it has passed through many editions in London, 
and has there had the benefit of some corrections 
of which use has been made in later revisions of 
the text in this country. We need say nothing in 
commendation of the story, as its popularity is the 
best evidence in its behalf. The “Ghost Stories”
